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BER E As the State of Marriage is 
the molt Honourable State in the World, 
but many Perſons who enter into it, are 
made very Miſerable for want of a 
futable Proviſion to begin the World, 
and thereby reduc'd to very great Hardſhips : To prevent 
{ach Miſchiefs, and in order to advance the Fortunes of 
Perſons in the World when they enter into a Marriage- 


State, the Perfon who undertakes to eſtabliſh theſe So- 


cieties, propoſes as follows, vi. 


I. That a Society be compos'd of Two Thouſand One 
Hundred Perſons of both Sexes, who may inſure on their 
own or any other Perſons Marriages for their own Benefit 
and Advantage. . . 

II. That every Subſcriber in this Society ſhall pay Five 
Shillings upon their Subſcribing, which ſhall be for a Po 
licy and Stamps; and their Policy ſhall entitle them, or 
their Aliens, to Five Hundred Pounds, payable in thirty 
Days after the Marriage of the Perſon or Perfons inſur'd 
pon: provided Two Thouſand One Hundred Perſons 
have ſubſcrib'd, and (hall pay their Contributions; or 
otherwiſe in propottion to the Number of Subſcribers 
then being. 

III. That all and every the Subſcribers pay or canſe tc 
be paid at the Office aforeſaid Five Shillings towards each 
Claim made on this Society, until their own Marriage, or 
che Marriage of the Perſon on whom they ſubſcribe, with- 
in ſeven days after notice of every ſuch Marriage left at 
their Houſe or Place of Abode, if within the Liberties of 
London and Weſtminfter ;, and for ſuch as live out of the ſaid 
Liberties, they muſt depute ſome Perſon within the ſame 
10 pay the Contributions for them towards ſuch Claim or 
Claims: And for want of ſack Payments as exprelſs'd in 
this Article, ſuch Perſons ſha}! be excluded the ſeveral Be- 
nefits of this Society, and their Policy thereby become

IV. That all and every the Subſcribers, on changing 
eir Place of Abode, leave notice thereof in Writing at 
ie OKce aforeſaid, within ſeven Days after ſuch Change: 
\rd for want of ſuch Notice, to be excluded the ſeveral 
Benefits of this Society, and their Policy to be void. 
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Director, ſuch Subſcriber ſhal! be oblig'd to make Oath, 
or Affirmation of the Truth thereof, before a Maſter in, 
Chancery. 

VI. That the firſt Hundred Subſcribers ſhall be oblig'd 
to continue {imgle or unmarried, from the Date cf their 
reſpective Policies, three Calendar Months: The ſecond 
Hundred, four Months: The third and fourth Hundreds, 
five Months: The fifth and ſixth Hundreds, ſix Months: 
The feventh and eighth Hundreds, ſeven Months: The 
ninth and tenth Hundreds, eight Months. And ail after 
that, nine months 5 unleſs it thall be found neceſſary to 
rr the Time, as Occalion ſhall require, for the Bene- 
fit of the Society. 

VII. That all and every the Subſcribers, or ſuch who 
are ſubſcrib'd on, who are married within the Times li- 
mited, or are married in Ludgate, the Fleet, Queen - 
Bench, or other Priſons, be excluded the ſeveral Benefits 
and Advantages of this Socicty, and their Policies thereby 
become void and forfeited. 

VIII. That the Books of this Society ſhall at all reaſona- 
ble Times be laid before the Truſtees for their Examina- 
tion; and no other Perſons admitted to inſpect the ſame, 
but the Truſtees or Perſons by them deputed. Which 
Books, for the greater Satisfaction of the Subſcribers, 
ſhall always be caſt up before the ſaid Truſtees, or Perfons 
by them deputed. 

IX. That Six Truſtees be choſen when Five Hundred 
Perſons have ſubſcrib d, and Six more when a Thouſand 
Perſons have ſubſcrib'd: The ſaid Twelve Truſtees to be 
yearly choſen out of the Society. 

X. That when Six Truftees are choſen as aforeſaid, the 
Director will give Two Thouſand Pounds Security for 
the Payment of all Claims made on this Society: Which 
is more than double the Sum can be in his hands When 
the Society is compleat. 

XI. That fo ſoon as the firſt Six Truſtees are choſen, 
and the Security given as aforeſaid, the Otrector hall have 
power to call in one Claim of each Snbicriber, towards 
the firſt Claim that ſhall be made on this Society 4 accor- 
ding to the Limitations in the third Article.

ſhall not add to the Charge of the Sublcribers, and ſhall 
be adjudg'd by the Majority of the Truſtees to be for the 
Benefit oft the Society.
